The literary exercises incident to 


Fourth of July doings were attempt- 
ed in Sim Francisco. That city 
being totally devoid of any outdoor 
resort in the shape of pavilion, park 
or place where a large public gather- 
ing may be seated or accommodated 
on occasions like this, recourse was 
had as usual to an ordinary town 
hall. The procession with all Us 
throng of lookers-on, headed to this 
one place, and the result was such a 
jam and confusion that no one fea- 
ture of the programme pertaining to 
the usual literary exercises, was sat- 
isfactorily carried out. When the 
President called for prayer, the big 
drum smashed in and committed a 
good joke on the Lord; when singing 
was in order; the brass band in full 
drowned out all voice, except impre- 
cations loud and deep. Of course, 
•we got the "original" poem and ora- 
tion through the press the day after, 
and it were perhaps just as well, if 
not better, to have these things here- 
after brought out only in this way. 
It would be more satisfactory to all 
concerned. The poet, however, on 
this occasion seemed to have antici- 
pated the situation, and tuned his 
lyre to suit the chaotic eondition of 
the assemblage. Mr. Bowman's ef- 
fort appears to have been suggested 
by Byron's "Darkness." The late 
poet starts off this way: 
• -I had a dream whicb was not all a dream, 
The bright sun was extinguished, and the 


Did wander darkling in the eternal space, 
Rayless and pathless, and tho icy earth 
Swung blind and pathless In the moonless 


ulr;" ' 


And so on. Our later poet thus: 
A sad, sweet voice I seem'd to hear. 
Of bitter plaint and mournful wailing, • 
As of a soul in doubt and fear 
Whose hope i« faint, whose faith is failing. 
There comes no help, :.t grieved, no cuie; 
The vei'd earth groans. Each troubled na- 


tion 
In daikncss gropes, old wrongs endure— 
And Bowman proceeds in a way sug- 
gestive of the working out of tb<> gla- 
cial theory, or a geological period! 
We once heard B. No. 2 declare be- 
fore the Sire of the Bohemian Club 
to the effect that B. No. 1 was no 
poet; that he was little more than a 
grandiloquent word painter, or some- 
thing of the kind. But if "Dark- 
ness" did not suggest the late Fourth 
of July "poem" in San Francisco, 
the confusion incident to its reading 
was eminently fitting. All that was 
needed to complete the distress of 
the listeners, and make Byron's 
pie«e more in place, was for some 
one to turn off the gas. 


Speaking of gas, no particular dis- 


respect is meant toward the oration 
by the Hon. Leonidas Pratt. As a 
whole, it was up to the average of 
such efforts in point of eloquence, if 
not common sense. The poet's wail 
was not more pointed to the confus- 
ed and crowded assemblage, than 
was Mr. P.'s mental agony over the 
corrupt condition of theconntry; cer- 
tainly his distress was not wholly due 
to the general rottenness of the out- 
side world, official and every day.but 
must have partaken of his immedi- 
ate surroundings. 
And as he threw 


down his bunch of manuscript (for 
this relief much thnnks) and went 
at it sort of extempore, the evidence 
was clear that the sweat and stink of 
the little hall gave color to his ad- 
dress. The reporter makes him say: 


On this day above all others we can ill-af. 


ford either to distort or conceal the truth, 
and I pronounce it a delusion to assert that 
the masses of the people are always pure 
and their representatives alone corrupt. On 
the contrary, tho representatives are what 
the people rnak* them. [Applause.] They 
are what you permit them to be. (Benew- 
ed applause.] 


Now, this is as much as to say, 


that if "you dirty rabble would only 
learn to wash your feet and keep 
your noses clean, I would not appear 
to smell so bad myself.''

Take the case of 
Sau Francisco and the procession of 
•which so much was expected; as a 
whole, it did not exceed in numbers, 
and fell below in earnestness, that of 
St Patrick's day of-this year. There 


Werc so many carnages rung into the 
affair of last Saturday, that the look- 
ers-on were disposed to characterize 
it only ns a clever-sized funeral pro- 
cession. Take oat the plump display 
on the part of the First Regiment of 
Militia, and the train of artillery, find 
there was little to admire. The crowd 
of spectators was not ont of propor- 
tion to the balance of the show. The 
country people were in town in un- 
usual numbers, and probably the 
streets of San Francisco were never 
more thronged 'with human beings. 
The weather was favorable, no acci- 
dent occurred to sadden the heart of 
any one, as yet reported, and con- 
sidered altogether, the occasion must 
be estimated as a success. But there 
is this conclusion necessarily en- 
forced, that the effort on the part of 
our native-born to get themselves up 
in triumphal marching order end dis- 
play, is not so great as that of the 
foreign born citizen of our lojid. 
Perhaps this fact is owing to the for- 
eigner's having been brought up to 
•witness military pomp at all times, 
and hence his willingness to parade 
on special occasions, and relieve our 
American 
young 
men from the 


trouble of contributing anything 
more than their bodily presence on 
these scenes.

The extraordinary scenes which 


made the election of May 30th a 
never-to-be-forgotten event in the 
mind of every spectator, have pro- 
duced their natural and legitimate 
sequences in the San Jose and Ala- 
meda elections.

wrongs were committed in this city 
in the name of heaven and reform.

An hundred or 
more zealots in the cause, residents 
of San Francisco, came over and 
mixed in our local affairs with a free- 
dom and impudence only equaled by 
professional strikers and ballot-box 
staffers. Instead of being an expres- 
sion of the " option" of the locality, 
it was little better than the forced 
plebiscites of the latter Napoleon's 
'reign, when the rule was, " vote as 
you please, but you must not vote 
against the Empire."

The use of fireworks was ap- 
parently universal: every household 
seemed to want to outdo its neighbor 
in pyrotechnic display, and leaving 
out the promiscuous popping of past- 
board musketry and cannon, there is 
nothing more pleasing, to old and 
young, of either sex, than this sort 
of exhibition.

It was because of this increas- 
ing political power that many voted 
against license:, rather (ban because of 
any conscientious scruples against 
Ilquor.drinfclng or liquor selling. We 
have heard good men curse this power 
and we have seen them vote to destroy 
it. It will bo well if heed be paid to 
the mutterlngs of the impending 
storm. JUet tho saloon-keepers attend 
to their legitimate calling nor longer 
presume to dictate or direct political 
affairs, and it will be the better for all
